WAGE. 

OUTCRY IN COUNTY 
CORK. 
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From Our SPECIAL CorRESPONDENT. 

; CORK, Tuesday. 

For the services of a cobbler the South 
Cork County Board of Public Assistance is 
prepared to pay £4 10s. a week, a figure 
which, in many cases, exceeds the wages or 
salaries paid to nurses, engineers, and even 
civil servants. 

The Board has advertised for a cobbler at 
this rate of pay to repair boots for the 
inmates of the Cork County Home and Hos- 
pital, The man selected for the position 
will be supplied with all the tools and 
luateriais—even to the leather apron—neces- 
sary for the performance of his trade. 

DISSATISFIED OFFICIALS. 

Meanwhile, nurses, surveyors and other 
officials employed by public boards in the 
South of Ireland are dissatisfied with their 
present position. 

A Cork City doctor told me to-dav that the 
wage offered by the Board for a cobbler was 
more than commensurate with the duties 
fo be carried out by the person selected for 
the position. _ Nurses in Cork hospitals, 
who were required to have full qualifications, 
were not paid nearly as much, he pointed 
out. They had more responsibility in 
handling medicines, and in the general care 
of the patients under their contro]: they had 
night duty to perform; they had not an 8- 
hour day, and when off duty they had to 
study for higher examinations. Yet their 
remuneration did not approach that offered 
for the services of a cobbler. Their salaries 
ranged from £80 to £120 a vear. 

NURSES’ EVIDENCE. 
H A nurse im a Cork hospital said to me: 
is ORK it 3 shameful that a cobbler should 
oe Fi w a wage while we are forced 
to. ) 8S money. It seems that the 
Joos carrying the most money are the jobs 
where no skill or training is necessary at all. 
[here are nurses in the hospitals with me 
who have to work for nearly twelve hours 
on end, and do night duty in their turn. and 
they are not receiving more than £80 to 
£100 yearly. Then think of the responsibility 
nurse has to bear. If anvt'ing 
there is strict inquirv, «nd goodness 
help the nurse if she is to blame.” 

DEARTH OF NURSES. 

She added that it was not surprising that 
there was now a dearth of nurses People 
who knew what a nurse’s life was did net 
wonder at this. What they did wonder at 
was that any girls of the present day took

At the Custom 
examination station at Queenstown I was 
quite frank about the matter. and soon 
as basket was brought in I undid the 
cover and exposed him to the view of the 
Customs officials.

Her brother left her, intending to look at 
a statue. Coming out later she was horrified 
to see him lying injured on the pavement. 
Her brother was taken to hospital. He did 
not regain consciousness. She stayed by the 
vedside throughout the night. 

Evidence was given by two witnesses of 
the accident 

A street musician said that an old gentle- 
man was crossing the street outside the café 
when a motor cyclist.came along at a steady 
pace sounding his horn The old man 
hesitated: went forwards and then backwards, 
and the collision occurred. 

Another witness said that the deceased 
man fell, and his head struck an iron-studded 
manhoie cover.

Donald McIntyre Campbell, who was 
| reported to have lost his life as the result 
Í of the sinking of the Vestris last year, 
made his appearance in the dock in the 
Glasgow Sheriff's Court yesterday. 

He admitted a charge of deserting his 
wife and children. It was stated that 
Campbell had been employed on a liner 
which travelled between Glasgow and New 
York. In 1924 he deserted his ship at New 
York, and since then his wife had received 
no word from him, and was forced to 
obtain relief from the parish. 

Two years ago Mrs. Campbell received 
a letter from a woman in New York, who 
stated that she had married the prisoner. 

The 
next word she received was from the 
American Consul. who -informed her that 
her husband had died the result of 
exposure by the sinking of the Vestris in 
the Pacific. 

It was a great surprise to her a few 
weeks ago when she received a letter con- 
taining £4 from her husband. She was 
even more astounded when her husband 
walked into the house a few days ago. The 
authorities learned of the man’s arrival, 
and he was arrested. 

A copy of the death certificate 
in America was produced in court.

Thev 
range from famous men .of science, who 
long ago won their spurs 'n learning 
men like Sir Oliver Lodge, Sir William 
Bragg, who was President when the 
Association met at Glasgow two years 
aco; Sir Arthur Keith. the famous 
antropologist; Sir William Pope, the 
chemist; ‘Sir Flinders Petrie, the 
Kgyptologist,.the last three of whom are 
pursuing valuable, if undistinguished. 
lines of inquiry—to tyros, who are making 
their first tentative movement on the 
fringe of science. 

For a week, working in over a dozen 
different sections, these men and women 
of learning will traverse many aspects of 
the vast range of knowledge and inquiry 
which science in the twenieth century has 
opened up. They will include all the 
“ologies’’ which have their places— 
geologies, zoologies, anthropologies, 
physiologies and physical science, 
chemistry, geography, economics, engineer- 
ing, botany, education and agriculture. 

THE RESPONSE OF WOMAN. 

The growing response of women to-das 
to the challenge of erudition 1s reflected 
in the list of members attending. 
Women cannot yet, perhaps, claim to be 
numerically equal to men, but every year 
shows an increase in their numbers, and 
they are rapidly approaching equality. 

While the women will somewhat 
naturally concentrate on the discussions on 
psychology and education, there is not a 
single section in which women are not 
more or less concerned. There every 
prospect that the British Association of 
1930 will prove exceptionally successful. 

ONE YEAR MEMBERS. 

Particularly satisfactory has been the 
response to the Association's invitation 
to enrol one year members for a subscrip- 
tion of one pound. This invitation 1s 
intended particularly to attract local 
students, who, for this subscription, can 
atterd any It clear from 
the programme that, to anyone with 
scientific interests and tastes, there 
ample value for the money. Up to yesterday 
evening six hundred and fifty of these 
single year members had been enrolled, 
and it is hoped that before the meeting 
opens the figure of thousand will 
have been reached. 

It is a matter of peculiar pride to the 
British Association that for a century no 
change has been made in the amount of 
subscription for single-year membership. 
When the Association figst met in 18350 
a subscription of one pound was levied. 
and it a tribute to the consistent and 
growing response which the Association 
has evoked among those interested 
intellectual matters that not even 
exigencies of post-war years have 
any increase necessary. 

THE PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 

All the section meetings will be held in 
Bristol’s fine new University buildings, 
towering dominantly from a hill overlook 
ing the city. Their walls of clear, clean 
carey stone contrast handsomely with the 
blackened walls of industrial buildings.

LONDON, Tuesday. 
Surprise was caused here to-day by 
the announcement that Mr. William 
Randolph Hearst, the American 
millionaire and newspaper proprietor, had 
been expelled from France last night. 
Mr. Hearst was handed an Expulsion 
Order, at his Paris hotel, by a policeman 
yesterday. The policeman told him that 
a French Cabinet meeting had decided to 
expel him: some months ago, because his 

newspapers were “‘ hostile ” to France. 

Mr. Hearst has arrived in London. In 
the course of a Press interview this after- 
noon, he said :—‘‘ I have no complaint to 
make. The officials were extremely 
polite. They said that I was an enemy cf 
France, and a danger in their midst. 
They made me feel quite important. ‘They 
said that I could stay a little while 
longer if [ desired—that they would take 
a chance on nothing disastrous happening 
to the Republic. But I told them that I 
did not want to take the responsibility 
of endangering the great French nation, 
that America had saved it once during 
the war, and I would save it again by 
leaving. Furthermore, [ was like the 
man who was told that he was going 
blind, and who said he did not mind, as 
he had seen everything anyhow. 
Similarly, 1 had. seen everything © in 
France, including some very interesting 
Governmental performances. 

‘Then I asked M. -Tardieu’s emissary 
to express to Al. Tardien my immense 
admiration at his amazing alertness in 
protecting France from the peril cf 
invasion, and we parted with quite 
elaborate politeness. It was a little bit 
foolish, but extremely French. 


THE REASON. 

‘The reason for the strained rela 
tions—to use a proper diplomatic term 
was the publication of the secret Anglo- 
French Treaty two years avo by the 
Hearst newspapers, which upset some 
international apple-carts, but informed 
the American people. And, of course,” 
continued Mr. Hearst, “ that being ‘the 
the French Government was 
entirely right in levelling its attack at 
me, and quite wrong in its action towards 
Mr. Horan, who was only my agent. 

I think, that the general 
attitude of the Hearst Press in opposing 
entrance of the United States into the 
League of Nations, or into any protective 
pacts to involve our country in the 
quarrels of European’ Powers, is mainly 
responsible. Also, there micht have been 
slight irritation at the occasional 
intimations in our papers that, France; 
now being the richest nation in the world 
might use some of the German indemnity 
to pay her honest debts to America, 
especially because, if it had not been for 
America, sha would paying an 
indemnity instead of receiving it. :

THE BOMB OUTRAGE.

SIR CHARLES TEGART'S 
EVIDENCE, 
From Revren’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CALCUTTA, Tuesday. 

“ Death, caused as a result of the ex- 
plosion of bombs thrown either by. the 
deceased, or by Dinesh Chandra Majum- 
dar, or both, at Sir Charles Tegart, Cal- 
cutta Police Commissioner, in pursuan 'e 
of a criminal conspiracy between the «le- 
ceased and ys leaiaiee. to cause ch; death 
of Sir Charles Tegart,’’ was the verdict 
returned at the coroner's inquest to-day 
on the body of Anuj Chandra Sen Gupta, 
who died on the morning of August 25, 
in Dalhousie square, the scene ef the out- 
rage. 

According to the police surgeon who gave 
evidence, the deceased man had wounds all 
over his body. 

Sir Charles Tegart stated that when 
coming to his office on the morning of 
. August 25th he heard a loud explosion in 
the south-east corner of Dalhousie square. 
He realised that it was a bomb which had 
burst, aud saw people running towards the 
Dalhousie Institute. As he got out of his 
car he noticed a young Bengali stagger and 
fall. The young man was unable to speak 
and was bleeding profusely. He was subse- 
quently carried by a couple ef police 
sergeants to police headquarters. 

FRAGMENTS OF BOMB. 

On returning to the scene of the explo- 
sion Sir Charles. said he found thirteen 
pieces of a bomb and vicked them up. 
Fragments were also embedded in the right 
wheel of his cay, the driver of which had 
received several cuts. On coming to the 
Lalbazar Police Station he found that the 
wounded man had died. The man was in 
possession of two live bombs, and had one 
fully-loaded revolver in his waist-band. 

A youth, who gave the name of Dinesh 
Chandra Majumdar, was arrested by the 
police on suspicion of having been con- 
cerned in the outrage. He was found to 
be carrying a loaded revolver, with four 
spare rounds, and ene live bomb. 

Mr. F. D. Bartley, Senior Deputy Com- 
missioner of Police, stated that he had 
taken a revolver from the person of the 
dead man.
